The market lacked support toward its
close and finished st about its low polnt
of the day. Closing prices were: July,
13815 to 1.18% : August, 1.18%, Sep-
tember, 1181 to 1.18%, and October,
12]1. Those prices represented net
losses of around 31 cents,

Corn trading wne marked by an ad-
vance of July to 2 cents over Septsmber,
the removal of hedges on 350,000 bush-
els so0ld late yesterday to Montreal
baing the factor. The market generally
opeaned about & cent off from yester-
day’'s close, with July at 607 to 61, Sep-
temnber at 59% to 60, and December at
B0 to 60. The movement took July
to 823 in the first hour and other op-
tions advanced in sympathy. July
maintained its spread over September
falrly well, but the corn market eased
off with wheat. At the closs July was
607, September 59 to 59%, and Decem-
ber, 581 to BRY.

Oats were firm from the start, Sep-
tember starting %4 lower to %4 cent
higher at 383 to 381, and steadying
at the latter flgure.
